BRITISH VIEW: LIKE 
PRINCE OF WALES 
LEAVING BRITAIN

LONDON, Dec, 24.—The sailing 
of the Lindberghs from New York 
early Sunday is interpreted gener- 
ally by the British press to mean 
they were obliged to fiee from 
their own country because of crime 
conditions. 

The noted family was described 
as seeking seclusion in safe, quiet 
England where Col. Lindbergh was 
reported to have been immensely 
impressed by the efficiency of Brit- 
ish law and customs in guarding 
the rights of private citizens. 

Some English newspapers said 
life in America had been rendered 
unbearable for the Lindberghs by 
threats of gangsters against 3-year- 
old Jon. 

The Lindberghs’ search for safe- 
ty, the Daily Herald said, “has as- 
tonished the United States. The 
shock received by millions of Amer- 
cans reading the news was com- 
parable only to that which would 
occur in Engiand should the Prince 
of Wales announce he no longer 
felt secure in his own country.” 

“There is little doubt that the 
Lindberghs are anxious to be out- 
side the United States when the 
execution of Hauptmann takes 
place,” the Daily Herald continued. 
“Another of their concerns is that 
their son Jon might be harmed or 
kidnaped by some crank.” 

The Daily Mail said: “The Lind- 
berghs, hounded by death threats 
against their second son,” were 
coming to England “where they be- 
lieve they can find the safety and 
tranquillity denied to them in their 
native land. 

“The news of their departure 
sheds a piercing light on the anti- 
crime machinery of the United 
States, which has not only failed 


‘hitherto to exact the penalty for 


the kidnaping and murder of their 
first son, but also has proved it- 
self unable to check the inundation 
of threats against Jon.”

New Yark Herald Tribune: The 
departure of Col. and Mrs. Lind- 
bergh for England .. . is its own 
commentary upon the American so- 
Cial scene. Nations have exiled 
their heroes before, broken them 
in misunderstanding or persecuted 
them with meanness. But when has 
a nation made life unbearable to 
one of its most distinguished men 
through sheer inability to protect 
him from its criminals and lunatics 
and the vast vulgarity of its sensa- 
tionalists, publicity-seekers, petty 
politicians and yellow newspapers? 
It seems as incredible as it is shock- 
ing, yet everyone knows this is ex- 
actly what happened. 

Col. and Mrs. Lindbergh endured 
with great courage burdens which 
none had a right to put upon them. 
If they have finally decided that 
too much has been asked of their 
patriotism, nobody can blame them. 
It is his fellow countrymen who do 
not come well out of this strange 
climax. 

Dallas (Tex.) News: Bad as isthe 
crime situation, fully as deplorable 
is yellow journalism, which is held 
equaly responsible for the Lind- 
berghs’ “flight.” It caters to crime

private life hideous have no place 
in self-respecting communities.

Because 
certain individuals are well known 
and understood to have consider- 
able means, is that any reason they 
should not be allowed to live their 
own lives in peace and quiet?

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—Citing 
a Federal statute forbidding a Fed- 
eral officer from soliciting directly 
or indirectly campaign funds, Jou- 
ett Shouse, president of the Ameri- 
can Liberty League, last nignt in 
a radio talk questioned the connec- 
tion of Postmaster-General-Demo- 
cratic National Committee Chair- 
man Farley with the Jackson day 
dinners, Jan. 8, designed to raise 
funds for the paying off of the 
Democratic National Committee 
deficit. 

The dinner in Washington will 
cost $50 a plate, with $5 going to 
the cost of the dinner and $45 to 
The com- 
mittee has announced that it ex- 
pects 5000 dinners throughout the 
country, with a major part of the 
proceeds to be turned over to the 
committee. Shouse charged that at 
least part of the invitations to the 
Washington dinner had been sent 
by registered mail so that receipt 
by the addressees becomes a matter 
of record. 

Shouse characterized the $45-$5 
arrangement for the Washington 
dinner as a “brazen attempt” of the 
Democratic committee “to hold up 
Government employes.” 

“Invitations to the (Washington) 
dinner,’ Shouse said, “have been 
sent to the holders of many impor- 
tant Federal jobs. This invitation 
includes even Republican members 
of semi-judicial bodies such as the 
Board of Tax Appeals. ... In an

invitation it is stated; ‘five dollars 
of this amount covers the cost of 
the dinner. The remaining $45 
goes to the Democratic national 
campaign fund.’ 

One Mr. Farley; Two Jobs. 

“The announcement of the dinner 
was znade by Chairman James A. 
Farley of the Democratic National 
Committee which sent out the invi- 
tations. Now it happens that Mr. 
Farley is not only the head of the 
National Committee, Mr. Roose- 
velt’s campaign manager and the 
official dispenser of all Federal 
patronage, but that he is also Post- 
master-General, a member of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s Cabinet and therefore 
a Federal official. It is impossible. 
as pointed out by Senator Norris of 
Nebraska, to separate Mr. Farley 
into two different personalities. 
When he is Postmaster-General, he 
is still chairman of the Democratic 
National Committee. When he is 
chairman of the Democratic Na 
tional Committee he is still Post- 
master-General.

IS FEDERAL LIMIT 


Puts Responsibility for All 
Other Needy Persons, 
Employable or Not, on 
States and Cities. 


STANDS BY LAST 
JANUARY’S FIGURES 


Confident Estimate of Job- 
less on Which Work Re- 

lief Appropriation Was 
Based Is Accurate. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—Presi- 
dent Koosevelt said at his press 
conference yesterday that the §4,- 
000,000,000 work relief fund was cal- 
culated to take care of only 3,500,- 
000 persons, and that any other: 
needy persons, either employable or 
unemployable, must be cared for 
by state and local governments and 
private charity, 

Hig statement followed by a few 
days a report from Harry lL, Hop- 
kins, Works Progress Administra- 
tor, that the relief situation had 
been affected “adversely” by winter 
conditions. Hopking attributed the 
@mall decrease in the relief rolls in 
jarge cities to the fact that many 
persons now are seeking aid for the 
firet time. 

Roosevelt expressed confidence 
that the 8,500,000 estimate of the 
needy employables was an accurate 
one, Care of unemployables already 
had been shifted to the states. 

Asked about estimates by the 
American Federation of Labor and 
other organizations that there were 
11,000,000 unemployed in the coun- 
Airy, the President replied by ask- 
ing for a definition of “unem- 

loyed.” He said a census of the 
Suless was impossible because of 
the difficulty in finding such a 
definition. 

The President said Government 
figures showed 5,000,000 persons had 
found work since spring, 1933, in 
those industries which report un- 
doubtedly, he added, othérs had got 
jobs in agriculture and in indus- 
tries which do not report. 

The President's statement puz- 
zied some observers, as semi-offi- 
cial figures gathered for his Social 
Security Committee last spring es- 
timated the total of new jobs since 
31933 at 5,000,000. Official Govern- 
ment employment figures do not 
show that many. 


Conference Like Debate. 

The press conference took on the 
sembiance of a debate on relief and 
budget questions, with questions 
drawing the President out of many 
angles of the tWo problems. Some 
of his statements were: 

That a published report that next 
year’s budget would total $7,000,- 

000,000, with a deficit of $1,500,000,- 

000, was another bad guess and that 
he had not seen one speculative es- 
timate on the budget that was 
right. 
_ His. previous estimate of a public 
debt of $30,700,000,000 at the end of 
this fiscal year was not far off, 
and that many stories being print- 
ed about the public debt were plain, 
common deceptions, 

The record of the Public Works 
Administration in getting projects 
under contract by Dec. 15 was not 
bad, 

Out of 50 housing projects, the 
President said, 48 were under con- 
tract on the mid-December dead- 
line date and 88 per cent of the 
funds for other public works had 
been placed under contract, exclud- 
ing those projects held up by liti- 
gation or other outside circum- 
stances, 

A question about how nearly 
WPA came to taking care of the 
$3,500,000 employable on relief start- 
ed the President's discussion of the 
problem. 

He pointed to the last report 
showing the work relief drive was 
only 20,000 short of its goal. 

Public Opinion. 

Asked whether the public was 
justified in believing the Federal 
Government was committed to tak- 
ing care of all employables, Roose- 
velt replied that it was a presump- 
tion to say the public had any 
thought on the subject, because he 
did not believe it did. 

Reviewing the history of the 
work relief fund, the President 
said he had made his estimate for 
relief last January, when a survey 
showed there were 3,500,000 employ- 
ables who were needy and unem- 
ployed. On that basis, he said, he 
estimated $4,000,000,000 would be re- 
quired and Congress appropriated 
it. That was a simple mathematical 
statement, the President said, add- 
ing that if there were less than 3.- 
500,000, the money would not be 
spent, but if there were more. it 
would not be enough.

SOVIET ANNOUNCES 
INGREASE IN FLEETS 


Moscow Paper Couples This 
With Warning to Possible 
Enemy in Pacific, 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Dec, 24.—The Soviet 
Union announced today that its sub- 
marine and destroyer fleets have 
been made four times their former 
size in the last four years. 

A statement printed in the Gov- 
ernment newspaper, Izvestia, said 
the coast guard fleet had been in- 
creased 1100 per cent, but gave no 
figures on the actual strength of 


any naval unit. 

The whole statement bristled with 
emphasis on Russia’s undersea pow- 
er in the Pacific and Baltic. 

“Soviet Russia,” declared Izvestia, 
“is always the bearer of the stand- 


ards of peace, but it will answer tr 


threats of invasion with an increase 
of armed forces. 

“The enemy who dares attack the 
Soviet Union from the Baltic or 
the Pacific will feel the force of 
our submarine and surface fleets 
as well as their quick mobility. 

“It will quickly be seen that no 
Rozdesventsky (the Admiral of the 
Russian fleet destroyed by the Jap- 
anese at the battle of Isusima in 
the Russiarn-Japanese War) is now 
in command.” 

The Communist party newspaper 
Pravda said the submarine fleet 
had been increased 435 per cent 


since 1931 and that the destroyers 


had been increased by 370 per cent.

He asserted there were only too 
criteria that were accurate—the es- 
timate of 3,500,000 needy employ- 
ables and Government reports 
showing 5,000,000 more at work than 
in 1933. 

Adding that the 5,000,000 did not 
include unreporting industries, he 
said that Secretary of Labor Perk- 
ins would not estimate for them, 
but that there were more than 5,- 
000,000, counting them. 

Discussing the progress of the 
PWA program, outside its housing 
activities, he said projects involving 
$49,000,000 out of the total of $343,- 
000,000 had been delayed by causes 
beyond the control of PWA. Out of 
the balance of $293,000,000, he said,

Spain, Trinidad, have said a virtual 
state of war existed, with rioting 1 
many Venezuelan cities, in a strug- 
gle for the power long held by Gen. 
Gomez.) 

The Government expressed its 
confidence in Gen. Lopez and Gov. 
Felix Galavis. The Governor broad- 
cast an order that pillaging must 
stop immediately, under penalty of 
“severe measures.” Many shops, 
closed last week, resumed normal 
business. 

Officials expressed confidence 
that the uncertain situation would 
end after Congress meets Thursday, 
probably to elect Gen. Lopez to fill 
Gomes’ unexpired term. Gen. Eus- 
toquio Gomez, a cousin of the dead 
dictator, was killed in a disturbance 
last week. 

Gen. Rugulo Olivares is coming 
home after 26, years of ‘exile. Act- 
ing President Lopez announced 
that he welcomed the return of 
Olivares, who was the late Presi- 
dent Gomez's first Minister of War, 
when Gomez became dictator in 
1908. He also was the first of Go- 
mez's original supporters to resign 
from office, leaving the country in 
March, 1910. 


Martial Law in Caracas Reported 
as Result of Disorders.

PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad, Dec. 
24..-Martial law was reported by 
airplane travelers to be in effect to- 
day in Caracas, the capital of Vene- 
zuela, and imminent for the rest of 
the South American republic as 
provisional President Eleazar Lopez 
Contreras sought to put down wide- 
spread rioting, 

Street fights involving soldiers, 
police and citizens were reported in 
many centers as an aftermath of 
the death last week of President 
Juan Vincente Gomez, which threw 
the country into turmoil. Enemies 
of the Government were extending 
their activities from Caracas into 
outlying districts. 

Their numbers had been aug- 
mented by at least 2000 exiled in 
the Gomez regime, who returned 
after the dictator's death from Co- 
lombia, Curacao end Trinidad, Hun- 
dreds of political prisoners, released 
by Lopez and his Cabinet, also had 
joined in the attempts to over- 
throw the ministry. The freed pris- 
oners, many of them in dungeons 
for the last 10 or 15 years, were 
conspicuous in the mobs because of 
their pale faces,

Albert Charles Wittmer, who has 
been living on the island alone with 
his 15-year-old blind son for nine 
months, recently was rejoined by 
his wife, Margaret Walbroe Witt- 
mer, and their 4-year-old son, who 
had been visiting in Germany. 

They went to the island in 1930 in 
search of a lonely paradise. They 
found Dr. Friederich Ritter and his 
mate, Frau Dore Strauch Koer- 
wein, nudists self-exiled from Ger- 
many. 

Then came Baroness Eloise Bons- 
quet de Wagner, attended by four 
men. She set herself up as “Em- 
press” of the island and weird sto- 
ries of her rule reached the main- 
land. 

In the summer of 1934 the Bar- 
oness and her retinue vanished. One 
of the men, Alfred Rudolph Lorenz, 
was found dead on lonely, water- 
less Marchena Island, 100 miles 
north. A fisherman perished with 
him. Nothing ever was heard of 
the Baroness and another compan- 
ion, Robert Phillipson. 

Soon thereafter Dr. Ritter died 
and Frau Dore returned to Ger- 
many.

VERDICT AGAINST 
MRS, HANSEL IN 
HER $39 000 SUM 


Jury Finds in Favor of 
Nathan Frank Estate, 9 to 


3, After Deliberating 
Nearly 3 1-2 Hours. 


Mrs. Esther Ann Hansel, wife of 
Dr. French K.- Hansel, 20 Lewis 
place, lost her suit for $39,000 from 
the estate of Nathan Frank, capi- 
talist and former Congressman, by 


the verdict of a jury returned late 
yesterday in Circuit Judge O'Neill 
Ryan's court. She told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
she would not seek a new trial. 

After hearing closing arguments 
of counsel yesterday, the jury de- 
liberated from 2:30 to 5:55 p. m. be- 
fore agreeing by a majority of 9 
to 3 on a verdict in favor of the 
estate. 

Mrs. Hansel sued for $34,000, 
which she said she had _ given 
Frank to invest for her in a mort- 
gage and some mortgage bonds, 
and for $5000, which she asserted 
he had promised her as a commis- 
sion for helping in a University 
City real estate trade. 


Dropped Another $5000 Claim. 

She also asked originally for an- 
other $5000, which she told of giv- 
ing Frank to invest in municipal 
bonds for her, but she dropped this 
count during the trial. This $5000, 
she related, was paid her by an 
agent of a law client of Frank for 
her services for the client in con- 
nection with a “blackmail” suit 
against him by a woman, but she 
declined to tell who the client was, 
on the ground this was a confiden- 
tial matter. The Court ruled she 
must name him, if the count was to 
stand. Mrs. Hansel would only say 
that he was a business man, now 
dead. 

Four forms of verdict were given 
the jury—one in her favor for $34,- 
000 and for the estate on the other 
$5000 item; one in her favor for 
$5000 and for the estate on the $34,- 
000 item; one in her favor for $39,- 
000, and one entirely in favor of 
the estate. The jury eventually 
chose the latter. 

At 5:30 p. m. the jury requested 
special instructions. The foreman 
told Judge Ryan that nine jurors 
had reached a decision as to each 
count remaining in the suit, but 
that they were not the same nine in 
both instances.

KILLS COLLEGE MATRON 


Invades Dormitory at Haveéfe 
ford and Shoots Victim 
at Family Dinner,

HAVERFORD, Pa., Dec. 24.—Mrs, 


Mary L. Ginder, 70 years old, house- 
keeper at Founders’ Hall, Haver- 


ford College, was shot and killed 
last night at a fami dinner. 

Roy Crittenden, 36, a Negro dish 
washer, who had been discharged 
from the college kitchen a week ago 
for drinking, surrendered to a po- 
liceman an hour later and was 
charged with the killing. District 
Attorney William A. McClenehan 
quoted Crittenden as saying in a 
signed statement: “I am only sorry 
I didn't get the chef, too.” 

Police said Crittenden stole «a 
shotgun, wrapped it in Christm: : pa- 
per and tied a holiday card to the 
package to conceal the weapon 
when he went to the hall. He push- 
ed his way into the dining room, 
they said, took the shotgun from its 
wrapping and fired at Mrs. Ginder. 
Lieut. John Ginder, her son, a 
naval officer stationed at Fort Miff- 
lin, near Philadelphia, raced after 
Crittenden, but was halted outside 
when the Negro turned and leveled 
the weapon at him. 

Others at the dinner were —/jeut, 
Ginder’s wife and 5-year-old daugh- 
ter, Ann; his mother-in-law, Mrs, 
Anna A. C. Kane, Annapolis, Md.; 
Mrs. Edith Deininger, Altoona, Pa., 
Mrs. Ginder’s cousin; Marjorie 
Rupe, 12, Altoona; and Miss Mary 
Norris, assistant housekeeper. 

Mrs. Ginder had two other sons, 
Samuel, a Lieutenant-Commander 
in the Navy, stationed in the Pan- 
ama Canal Zone, and William Luth- 
er, Dayton, O. :

Mrs. Ginder, a widow cince 1906, 
had been employed at the college 
nine years. She was popular with 
Haverford students and a  con- 
fidante of many. 

Dr. Harvey Taylor of Haverford, 
summoned to the hall, said she died 
almost instantly. 

The building where the killing 
took place houses the college com- 
mons, student dining rooms, and al- 
so has dormitory accommodations,

Notes on the Depression’s Origin. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
LISTENED to Mr. Hoover's speech 
the other evening. I was surprised to 

hear him say the depression started with 

Mr. Roosevelt's election, that the people 

feared the future, suddenly realizing dis- 

aster was ahead. 

I am under the impression the depres- 
gion started shortly after Mr. Hoover's 
election in the “horse-trading” tactics of 
old Joe Grundy and others in revising 
the tariff upward in the Hawley-Smoot 
bill. During the “horse-trading,” industry 
marked time. It did not know what 
would happen when the bill was finally 
passed and presented to Mr. Hoover. 
He signed, notwithstanding the protest 
of a thousand economists, who predicted 
the destruction of our foreign trade. 

Their vision was vindicated by the dire 
results that followed. Foreign govern- 
ments began to retaliate by passing ex- 
clusive tariff laws and the world de- 
pression was accelerated. Wage earners 
began to wonder if they were about to 
lose their jobs. 

Thereupon Mr. Hoover called to Wash- 
ington for conferences certain leaders of 
industry and urged them not to reduce 
wages or discharge workers. This ton- 
ference had a disastrous psychological ef- 
fect. The wage earner thought if condi- 
tions were such that the President called 
the big boss to Washington for that pur- 

pose, the prospect was that he would be 

id off. So he decided not to spend any 
money for that new automobile or new 
suit of clothes, but to git tight and await 
results. 

He began to fear the ship was drifting 
on the rocks and if it went on the rocks, 
he wanted to be ready to save himself. 
Many began to hoard money—not cur- 
rency, but gold—the gold reserve began to 
decline, funds were being withdrawn 
from banks in increasing amount. It be- 
came necessary to declare a bank holiday, 
to check up the banks and permit those 
to reopen that could stand a run and to 
bolster up the weaker ones by Govern- 
ment loans and recommending to others 
that their capital structure be strength- 
ened. 

It is true, as Mr. Hoover said, that 
many of the banks were solvent when 
the holiday was declared, but many were 
insolvent. When their resources were 
strengthened by Government loans or 
sale of preferred stock, they were per- 
mitted to reopen. When the banks re- 
sumed business, runs ceased and deposits 
increased almost abnormally. Our for- 
eign trade still lags. The reciprocal tariff 
treaty with Canada is a step in the right 
direction. Too bad similar treaties can- 
not be made now with European counh- 
tries. Here's hoping. E. L. TAYLOR.

THE LINDBERGHS IN EXILE. 
If it is true, as reported, that Col. and Mrs. 
Charlies A. Lindbergh have sailed for England to re- 
main indefinitely and, possibly, establish a residence 
there, the decision is of grave public concern. Yet 
the circumstances, as known from the news, make 
the action logical, if not compulsory. 
Since the tragedy that darkened their home, the 
young couple—sentimentally the first family of the 
land—have lived within the shadow of terrorism. 
Recently threats against their son, Jon, have in- 
creased in virulence and volume. Theoretically, 
anonymous communications may be dismissed as 
meaningless, but not by the people who receive them; 
assuredly not by people who, like the Lindberghs, 
have had abduction and murder enter their door, 
Another item in their account against society is 
the recent extraordinary activity of Gov. Hoffman 
of New Jersey, which has included a visit to the cell 
of the man under sentence of death for the murder 
of their first-born. If Gov. Hoffman is guiltless of 
the charge of playing politics with the Hauptmann 
case, he has at least affronted the elementary pro- 
prieties by his spectacular conduct. Col. Lindbergh 
is highly justified in his resentment of a course that 
has resulted, it appears, in a new flood of threaten- 
ing letters. 
Let us consider, too, the contention of a lawyer 
employed by the murderer in including the presence 
of Col. Lindbergh at the trial among the reasons for 
a reversal. We cannot, of course, hold the law re- 
sponsible for the desperate recourses of lawyers, but 
the fact that a lawyer would stoop to such a plea is, 
it seems to us, a terrible reflection upon the legal 
profession. 

As a matter of disquieting fact, it is the law and 
the legal profession—the breakdown of the one, the 
devices which practice permits the unscrupulous law- 
yer—that are so largely responsible for the preva- 
lence of crime in the United States. Nor should that 
responsibility be confined to the lawyers of the crim- 
inal underworld. When men of large affairs evade 
their just debts to the Government through subter- 
fuges and chicaneries prepared by eminent counsel, 
they and their counsel are undermining respect for 
the law and are encouraging lawlessness all down 
the line—down to abduction for ransom and murder. 

Col. Lindbergh and Mrs. Lindbergh feel that in 
England, where respect for and observance of the law 
are the rule, not the exception, their boy will have 
a chance to live a normal life which has been denied 
him here. There can be no question as to the maj- 
esty of the law in England. And the explanation is 
that a violator of the law in England, if tried and 
convicted, is punished as the law provides, surely and 
swiftly. That is why professional criminality, as we 
know it in every American city, is unknown in En- 
gland. That is why life is safer there than here, the 
life of man, of woman, of child, of infant in the nur- 
sery. 

So the Lindberghs have been driven into exile. 
They are crossing the Atlantic under cover of se- 
crecy, and their voyage is an accusation of American 
law and justice that ought “to make the very stones 
to rise and mutiny.” 
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THOMAS D. SCHALL. 

After all else of Senator Thomas D. Schall’s public 
career is forgotten, his triumph over tremendous ob- 
stacles will remain as an inspiring story. Poverty 
was the first, and he overcame it to win an education 
and to establish himself in the law. Then came a 
far greater handicap, sudden blindness suffered in 
an accident at the age of 30. He trained himself to 
overcome the loss of this faculty and, with the aid 
of his devoted wife, not only continued his profes- 
sion, but went on to a career in Congress. Though 
he dwelt in a “dark world,” Mr. Schall was an active 
figure in both House and Senate, nor did he yield to 
his affliction even to the extent of giving up outdoor 
sports. At 58, his remarkable career has been cut 
short by injuries suffered when he was struck by ap 
automobile. Again attention is sharply drawn to the 
shocking traffic mortality, which respects neither the 
private citizen nor the public official, the seeing nor 
the blind. 
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THE WAGNER ACT. 

What the Supreme Court thinks about the Wagner 
Labor Disputes Act remains to be seen, but the 
prophecy made in these columns at the time the act 
was signed by the President—that it would have no 
easy passage through the courts—is being fulfilled. 
In the first Federal court ruling on the constitution- 
ality of the law, it has been declared invalid by Judge 
Otis at Kansas City. 

The decision, in view both of the known opinions 
of Judge Otis and of the fact that the act rests on 
the power of Congress to regulate “commerce among 
the several] states,” is not surprising. Certain deci- 
sions of the Supreme Court have placed an interpre- 
tation on the commerce clause far too limited to en- 
courage the belief that the clause can be utilized as 
it is sought to be in the Wagner Act. 

Judge Otis finds it “absurd” to say that the refusal 
of a small flour mill owner in Missouri to bargain 
collectively with his employes directly affects com- 
merce among the states. The reasoning is on all 
fours with that of the Wilmington (Del.) Federal 
Judge who ruled against Section 7A of the National 
Industrial Recovery Act in the Weirton Steel case. 

None can dispute the excellent intentions of Sen- 
ator Wagner, whose name the act bears, but we still 
believe, as we said at the time of its signing, that 
its passage was ill-advised. Aside from all other ob- 
jections, it has raised hopes that are doomed, we are 
convinced, to disappointment. 
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WHERE IS THE SPUG? 

One individual not among those present this Christ- 
mas, and for several Christmases past, is the Spug. 
Remember him? Member of the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Useless Giving, whose initials composed 
the fellow’s lovely name. They took themselves and 
their cause seriously, those Spugs. If they had had 
their way, the Yuletide would have been a merry sea- 
son of handing around galoshes, hot-water bottles, 
sacks of potatoes, tons of coal, new wallpaper for 
grandma’s room and similar appreciated but pri- 
marily useful, and hence unromantic, gifts. -Not a 
chance on their shopping lists for the beautiful and 
brittle, the quite useless but heart-warming remem- 
brances of the sentimentalists, the baubles denounced 
as sheer economic waste. 

The Spug seems to have died a natura] death. 
Maybe it was because he didn’t quite understand hu- 
man nature. He forgot that on one day in the year, 
a bit of frivolity—fragile and foolish and utterly non- 
utilitarian as a spun-glass Christmas tree ornament 
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| the Spug’s cult had the breath of life in it, it would 


have waxed hugely during the depression, when many 
a compromise with necessary purchases has been 
made. But Christmas hasn’t grown grubby and mat- 
ter-of-fact; gayety and imagination and mad sur- 
prises survive, though on a smaller scale. The Spug 
has passed into a deserved oblivion. 
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POST-MORTEM. 
While the shattered fragments of the Hoare-Laval 
peace plan are being swept into the ash can, the 
causes of this diplomatic fiasco‘remain obscure. Up 
to the time of its publication, the League of Nations 
held all the cards in the deck in the game against 
Mussolini. In the eyes of the world, the latter had 
engaged in an aggressive and unprovoked war 
against a free nation. 
Under the leadership of Great Britain, the League 
of Nations stepped into the breach before the in- 
vasion began. Numerous efforts were made at 
Geneva to avert a conflict that was shamelessly 
timed to begin when the rains stopped. Mussolini 
and his envoys refused to be deterred and the slaugh- 
ter began. The League then rose to magnificent 
heights. With few defections from its ranks, it ap- 
plied sanctions against Italy, the first time in history 
that such a thing had occurred. 
When Mussolini continued to advance into Ethio- 
pia, despite the world’s censure and the concrete 
measures taken at Geneva, the League proposed an 
embargo upon oil. The mere proposal caused con- 
sternation in Italy. That nation depends upon oil 
imports. It cannot turn its wheels without the oil 
of other countries. It cannot prosecute a war with- 
out oil and its products. To place an embargo upon 
oil and to make it truly effective would, in a short 
time, have brought Italy to its knees. 

At this juncture, the solid front theretofore dem- 
onstrated by the League apparently began to crack. 
The facts are not quite clear. At any rate, the de- 
cision upon oil sanctions was postponed and again 
postponed. The nations had gone a long way in 
their action against Italy, since the imposition of 
even mild sanctions can be called an act of war. 
To go one step further and ban oil would have been 
the logical thing to do. Mussolini’s bellicose threat 
of war in case oil sanctions were applied was so 
much theater. He could not expect to fight the 
world. 

His bluff, however, seems to have worked. It 
worked with Sir Samuel Hoare, who told the Com- 
mons that his peace plan was prepared in an atmos- 
phere of war. Was England afraid to find herself 
alone in case Mussolini’s bluff was called? Would 
France and Russia have deserted? There have been 
some British statesmen who would have put the na- 
tions to the test. Sir Samuel Hoare or Stanley 
Baldwin, or whoever is ultimately responsible for 
British foreign policy, failed to rise to the occasion. 

The whole theory of the League’s enforcement pro- 
visions is that one erring nation cannot stand out 
against the world. That is the theory upon which 
the League was working until the move for oil sanc- 
tions failed and until Hoare and Laval appeared 
with their disastrous offer to turn over half of 
Ethiopia to Italy, thus confirming the act of aggres- 
sion against which the statesmanship of Europe for 
the last three months has been directed, 

The business of retrieving this major diplomatic 
error now rests largely upon the youthful shoulders 
of Capt. Anthony Eden, newly-appointed British For- 
eign Minister. 
fulfill the promise he has already shown in his brief 
and brilliant career. 
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A SURPLUS IS PUT TO. USE. 

The event in Anne Arundel County, Md., fs alto- 
gether logical and praiseworthy. It is, however, so 
great a break with the practices set up under the 
economy-of-scarcity theory as to be almost revolu- 
tionary. In the presence of a so-called over-produc- 
tion of foodstuffs (actually, of course, under-con- 
sumption), the policy has been to reduce production 
or, as in the case of the little pigs slaughtered and 
thrown into the river here,. to destroy the unsalable 
surplus. In Anne Arundel County, a producer raised 
nine pigs more than his quota. They were not de- 
stroyed, nor was the producer penalized. Instead, the 
pigs were given to needy families, and roast pork 
will appear on the Christmas dinner tables of relief 
families that might otherwise have lacked it. 

Why should not all the alleged surplus be disposed 
of in similar fashion? Why should families suffer 
want in the face of plenty, actual or potential? It 
should be possible to co-ordinate the huge payments 
being made for restriction of output with the huge 
payments for relief. Anne Arundel’s method deserves 
attention.

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SENATOR PITTMAN’S INDISCRETION. 

Senator Key Pittman, in a speech at Las Vegas, 
Ney., last week, told his audience that Japan har- 
bors “ambitions similar to those of the former Kai- 
ser’; that it has embarked on a plan of world con- 
quest; that while its first objective is to consolidate 
its control over North China, invasion of the Pacific 
coast of the United States is on the Nipponese 
agenda. These lurid utterances might ordinarily 
be considered in the light of a politician's inalienable 
right to have an occasional nightmare. Unfortunate- 
ly, Pittman is chairman of the important Foreign Re- 
lations Committee of the United States Senate. 

It is only natural that the chancelleries of the na- 
tions should give weight to the utterances of a man 
who occupies a key post in regard to all legislation 
concerning the relations of the United States with 
the remainder of the world. For the chairman to 
give vent to a speech replete with melodramatic ac- 
cusations and baseless charges against a friendly 
nation is to create a highly embarrassing and pos- 
sibly dangerous situation. 

This is particularly true in the case of a nation so 
sensitive as Japan, and one which finds it difficult to 
understand that what a highly-placed public man in 
the United States tells a small-town audience may 
bear no relation whatever to popular feeling over 
here or to the policies of the Government. Ambassa- 
dor Saito, of course, promptly cabled a full report of 
Pittman’s speech to Tokio and it has become over 
there a subject of excited speculation. 

A spokesman for the Japanese Foreign Office wise- 
ly issued a statement insisting that Pittman can 
have little knowledge of the Orient and saying: “His 
arguments are not worthy of serious discussion. We 
are disappointed that a statesman in such a responsi- 
ble position should advance them.”

The correct way to describe this state of 
affairs is to say that it is a breakdown of 
statesmanship. It is the business of states- 
men to solve problems, and in this case the 
problem is not being solved. On the con- 
trary, the solution has been made more dif- 
ficult. For on top of the original question 
of how to regulate the utilities we now have 
the question of how to deal with two groups 
of fanatically embittered men. 

It is time that the bystanders intervened 
and began to look around for someone with 
the will and the imagination to turn this 
war into a negotiation, this interminable 
brawl into a settlement. 

The electric utility industry, being a new 
industry, is in the hands of bold and enter- 
prising men. It is still in the phase of its 
development. It has not yet settled down, 
like an old industry, into a settled routine. 
And this means that the executives, by and 
large, are like all pioneering individualists, 
the railroad builders, for example: men who 
are courageous to the point of recklessness, 
men of initiative rather than men who 
move in the grooves of an established tra- 
dition. 

The result has been a truly sensational 
development of the industry as a supplier of 
electricity at diminishing cost and increas- 
ing efficiency. But this development has 
been accompanied by many grave abuses of 
trust and much flagrant profiteering. The 
industry is a natural monopoly, and there 
can be no question of the right and of the 
duty of the Government to regulate it and 
to stamp out its abuses. There is no doubt 
also that the President and Congress have 
a mandate from the people to see that the 
industry is regulated in the public interest 
and its abuses prevented.

In carrying out that mandate, the Presi- 
dent’s zeal has, it seems to me, confused his 
judgment. He fell into a simple but funda- 
mental error which is at the root of all the 
trouble. It was the error of treating the 
industry as a unit instead of dividing it into 
its good and its bad elements. There are in 
the industry, as everyone must know, ex- 
ecutives and financiers who are and have 
been dismayed and angry at the kind of 


thing represented by the Insulls, who fully 


recognize that the utilities are a public busi- 
hess and must’ be thoroughly regulated. 

A statesmanlike and workable utility pol- 
icy would have been based on the principle 
of an alliance with the enlightened members 
of the industry against the unenlightened 
members. The practical criterion of how far 
the Government could and should go at the 
present time was how far the enlightened 
elements could be persuaded to go and re- 
main genuine supporters of the policy. A 
bill arrived at in this way would have been 
workable. For it would have meant the 
voluntary compliance of a large part of the 
industry and for the rest of it the force of 
their example added to the force of the Gov- 


ernment,

Instead of proceeding in this way, which 
is the way of all seasoned and effective re- 
formers, the President lumped the whole 
industry together, challenged the good and 
the bad, the better and the worse, at the 
Bame time. The inevitable result followed. 

The men who would have supported a rea- 
sonable program, who by their support 
would have isolated the irreconcilable reac- 
tionaries, were forced to make common 
cause with these reactionaries. In place of 
an opposition without much moral credit, 
the President created an opposition in which 
the sincere grievances of the better men 
became the protecting shield for the inferior 
men. He left them no choice. He left them 
no power to discriminate as between good 
and bad utility policy, because he himself 
refused to discriminate. 

That this is the truth of the matter is 
proved, I believe, by the evidence presented 
last Thursday in a speech by Wendell Will- 
kie, president of the Commonwealth & South- 
ern Corporation. This is one of the holding 
companies subject to the “death sentence.” 
Mr. Wilkie asserts that in December of last 
year, prior to the introduction of the Wheel- 
er-Rayburn bill, he “made an earnest en- 
deavor to work out with responsible Fed- 
eral agencies a procedure for the solution of 
the utility question.” I shall not take the 
space to describe Mr. Willkie’s program ex- 
cept to say that it provided in principle for 
complete Government regulation of rates 
and of all the known abuses of the holding 


companies.

The compremise had the support, he says,

try,” not of the whole of it, but of what 
appears to have been more than half. There 
is good reason to think that the program 
had considerable support in administration 
circles.

It is this antagonism which is now being 
litigated in the courts.

It is this prospect of in- 
decision which prevents the utilities from 
contributing their very great part to indus 
trial recovery. 

It is clear, I think, that the way to solve 
the question is to resume the negotiations 
which were broken off in December, 1934,

A “Retire-at-Birth” Plan |

F ridicule will serve to restore the rea 

soning powers of many Townsend club 
members who are at heart patriotic cith 
zens, the satiric substitute gravely offered 
by Jay Lutz and three other Battle Crees 
(Mich.) citizens can hardly be bettered.

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tire-at-Birth Plan,” the RABP. Here are its 


provisions: 

Every new-born child in the United States 
would receive from the Government & 
promissory note for $20,000, at 3 per cent 
interest, payable in 20 years. The 3 per 
cent, or $50 monthly, would go to the child's 
parents until the child ~vas 20. Each year 
during these 20, the Government would pay 
$1000 into a sinking fund for the retirement 
of the note, and when the child reached the 
age of 20, the Government would give him 
or her the $20,000 it had paid into the sink 
ing fund. 

Boys and girls of 20 who elected to marry 
would thus have a capital of $40,000, and 
work would be forever unnecessary if they 
would undertake to have at least four chib 
dren, because they would receive $50 8 
month for each child until it reached the 
age of 20, and there would be enough left 
of their own $40,000 after that to care for 
them in their own old age.

Such phrases are in violation of 
all SEC rules. They give to the 
average small investor the idea he 
is getting a wonderful bargain. In 
strict truth he is not getting a bar- 
gain, merely 29 per cent com- 
pounded interest. 

One New York banking firm is 
understood to have complained to 
the SEC that not only was the 
Government using questionable ad- 
vertising but also was guilty of a 
mistake in arithmetic. 

First literature promised the 
buyer 3 per cent. This was hastily 
recalled when it was discovered 
that the correct interest should 
have been 2.9 per cent.

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OUTER MONGOL 
SENDS. WARNING 
TO MANCHOUKU 


Demands Apology for Bor- 
der Clash and Says There 
Must Be No More Such 
Incidents. . : 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Dec. 24.—The outer 
Mongolian Government protesting 
against a border clash in which five 
Mongol border guards lost their 
lives last Thursday, wired a de- 
mand today to Manchoukuo for 
an apology. 

The note called for the release of 
11 soldiers who it said were carried 
away by Manchoukuan-Japanese 
raiders, and asked for “severe” pun- 
ishment for the instigators of the 
clash. 

The raid was said in a report from 


Khabarosvk, capital of Far Eastern 
Soviet Krai, to the official Soviet 
News Agency Tass to be a “test at- 
tack” forboding a later major in- 
vasion. 

Dispatches from Urga, outer Mon- 
golia, quoted the note to the neigh- 
boring Japanese-advised State of 
Manchoukuo: 

“The Government of the Mongo- 
lian people’s republic considers it 
its duty to warn the Government of 
Manchoukuo of serious conse 
quences which could come from any 
further such attempt. 

“It imposes the entire responsibil- 
ity on Manchoukuo and the Govern- 
ment of Japan, whose troops took 
a direct and active part in the raid.” 

The note, telegraphed to Man- 
choukuo by the acting head of the 
Mongolian Government, Foreign 
Minister Choi Bol San, communi- 
cated the “most emphatic protest 
against actions of the Japanese- 
Manchoukuan military command in 
violating Mongolian frontiers, mur- 
dering Mongolian soldiers and de- 
stroying Mongolian property.” 

An apology must be accompanied 
by a promise that such raids will 
cease and must contain indemnity 
for destruction of three frontier 
buildings, the note aemanded. 

The note was dispatched by the 
Foreign Minister in the absence of 
the Mongolian War Minister and 
Prime Minister, who have been in 
Russia, conferring with Sovilet 
leaders. 


Disordes When Students Seize 
Shanghai Railway Station. 
By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, Dec. 25.—(Wednes- 
day).—Chinese authorities resorted 
to a ruse today in an effort to 
break up demonstrations by thou- 
sands of students at the North 
Railway Station here. Traffic, 
however, still was tied up early this 
morning. On the pretext of agree- 
ing to haul the students to Nanking 
where they want to protest against 
the establishment of “autonomous” 
states in North China, theauthori- 
ties sent locomotives to pull the 
heavily-loaded student rtains out 
of the station. 

The trains, however, were halted 
30 miles east of Shanghai, where 
busses were waiting to make the 
return trip. Many of the students 
refused to leave the trains. 

At the station, where thousands 
of shouting and singing students 
forced their way past barbed wire 
and police cordons to _ reinforce 
their colleagues who had seized the 
station Monday, the situation for a 
time took on a menacing aspect. 
Police, who had truggled apparent- 
ly unarme dwith the students, sud- 
denly displayed machine guns and 
clubs. 

There were only occasional 
scuffles at the terminal as the stu- 
dents, demanding free transporta- 
tion to Nanking, held a mass meet- 
ing to protest against North China 
autonomy. Others, however, clashed 
with police on the Nanking road, 
many were injured and several ar- 
rested for shouting anti-Japanese 
epithets and distributing handbills. 
The great iron gates to the interna- 
tional settlement, across the street 
from the station, were closed. The 
entrances were guarded by vans, 
ejuipped with machine guns,

ROBERT LORAINE 


AND WAR FLYER, DIES 


Starred in Shaw’s Plays, Had 
Part in Hollywood Films, 
Won Military, Decorations, 


LONDON, Dec. 24.—Robert Lo< 
raine, actor, pioneer flyer, and Brit- 
ish military hero, died here last 
night following an operation. He 
had completed nearly 60 years of a 
life as glamorous and adventurous 
as any of the 50 stellar roles he 
portrayed on the stage. 

Born Jan. 14, 1876, he made his 
first stage appearance in 1889. He 
rose by degrees to become one of 
the favorite heroes of George Ber- 
nard Shaw's plays. 

Informed today of Loraine’s 
death, Shaw said: “I cannot sym- 
pathize about his death because [ 
am going to die myself shortly.” 

Loraine served as a machine gun- 
ner in the Boer War, returning 
home wearing the Queen's medal 
with three clasps. 

He made the first flight across 
the Irish Sea in 1910. 

He enlisted in the British army 
again in 1914 at the outbreak of the 
World War, selecting the Royal 
Flying Corps as his branch of the 
service. He was one of the few avi- 
ators to last through the war and, 
although twice seriously wouhded, 
came out in 1918 the holder of the 
milftary cross and the distinguished 
service order. 

Loraine often appeared in the 
United States, first playing in New 
York in 1901 in “To Have and to 
Hold.” 

In recent years he was cast in 
several films in Hollywood, includ- 
ing “S. O. 8S.” and “Birds of Prey.” 

He is survived by his widow, 
Winifred, and three daughters.

HEARING ON OBJECTIONS 
T0 COTTON BELT SUIT 


Traffic Manager Questioned as 
to Business Obtained in 
Southern Pacific Territory. 


Willard F. Knobeloch, traffic 
manager of the Cotton Belt Rail- 
road, which is seeking reorganiza- 
tion under the amended bank- 
ruptcy laws, was examined at 
length today before Federal Judge 
Davis concerning the volume of 
traffic obtained by the ‘railroad in 
Texas and Louisiana, in territory 
served by the Southern Pacific, 
which controls the Cotton Belt. 

The gist of his testimony, based 


on involved reports of railroads, 
and the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, was that other railroads 
obtained a larger volume of the 
traffic in those states. 

Knobeloch was questioned by 
Walter E. Meyer of New York, a 
former director of the Cotton Belt 
and chairman of a_ stockholders’ 
committee, who is resisting the 
bankruptcy and reorganization on 
the ground that the Southern Pa- 
cific could eliminate the necessity 
for them. 

F. W. Green, a vice-president of 
the Cotton Belt, preceded Knobe- 
loch on the witness stand. He tes- 
tified that control of the Cotton 
Belt by the Southern Pacific had 
been beneficial to the Cotton Belt 
and had increased its volume of 
traffic. 

Witnesses yesterday were Daniel 
Upthegrove, president of the Cot- 
ton Belt, and F. H. Miller, the 
railroad’s comptroller. 


Upthegrove’s Testimony. 


Meyer sought to examine Upthe- 
grove about the traffic relations of 
the Southern Pacific and the Cot- 
ton Belt, and about Meyer’s asser- 
tion that the Pacific Fruit Express 
Co., half of whose stock is owned 
by the Southern Pacific, owed the 
Cotton Belt about $700,000, which 
could be applied on maturing ob- 
ligations, if paid. Objections to 
these questions by the road’s law- 
yer were sustained by Judge Da- 
vis. 

Upthegrove testified that an in- 
crease of about 37 per cent in the 
road’s car loadings in two recent 
weeks over the same weeks last 
year, as mentioned in the respons- 
es, was correct. However, he said 
that did not indicate a substantial 
increase in revenue, because the 
increase was largely due to trans- 
portation of automobiles under the 
changed production and sales policy 
of the mctor industry. 

The Southern Pacific has with- 
drawn financial backing from the 
Cotton Belt, Upthegrove related. 

Interest. More Than $600,000. 

Millard said interest obligations 
due Jan. 1 would be somewhat more 
than $600,000, while the road would

An injunction entered in 1927 to 
prevent property owners in the 
4500 block of Cote Brilliante ave- 
nue from renting or selling to Ne- 
groes was modified today by Cir- 
cuit Judge Hartmann to recognize 
and permit the interest. of Fred A, 
Jones, a Negro, in the house at No.

The modification was sought by 
Jones in order to make it possible 
for him to obtain a loan from the 
HOLC and redeem the property, 
which was sold at foreclosure in 
November, 1934. The injunction, 
upholding 20-year restrictions on 
the block adopted in 1923, was is- 
sued originally by Judge Hartmann 
on application of three property 
owners, because the house at No. 
4564 had been sold to Hugh G. Rob- 
nett, a Negro. Forced to vacate the 
premises, Robnett sold to Jones. 

It was pointed out by the Judge 
today that the character of the 
neighorbood had changed since the 
injunction was issued, with 50 Ne- 
gro families and nine white families 
now residing in the block. Prop- 
erty owners interested in the in- 
junction signified to the Court their 
assent to the modification for 
Jones, 


CHRISTMAS SHOPPERS IN ROME 
‘BUY ITALIAN’ OR NOT AT ALL 


Many Seeking Foreign-Made Goods 
Turned Away; Porters Feel Sanc- 
tions in Reduced Tips. 

ROME, Dec. 24.—Eleventh-hour 
Christmas shoppers found the spirit 
of “buy Italian”—adopted in retali- 
ation for the punitive economic 
siege by the League of Nations— 
uppermost in every store. Many 
persons seeking to buy presents of 
foreign manufacture were turned 
away with the one curt word “sanc- 
tions,” a reminder of the penalties 
applied by the League for the Fas- 
cist warfare. 

One section of the Italian popu- 
lace particularly felt the effect of 
sanctions and the economic restric- 
tions. These were the porters, tele- 
graph delivery boys and servants of 
all sorts, whose cheery greetings 
often received the reply: “Don’t for- 
get sanctions.” They accepted their 
part of the Christmas season sanc- 
tions burden in a sizable reduction 
of tips.

"PIPES MESSAGE wy 


Pontiff Expresses Hope Al- 
though “We Are Preoccupied 
With Menace of War.” 


By the Associated Press. 

VATICAN CITY, Dec. 24.—Pope 
Pius, in an encyclical on “Priest- 
hood,” counseled the clergy today 
to be “healthily modern.” 

The letter was dated Dec. 20, the 
day after he completed elevation of 
20 new cardinals. It was the twen- 
ty-sixth anniversary of the Pope's 
ordination. 

The encyclical dealt in detail with 
the priest’s mental equipment, duty 
and education, and concluded with 
“practical advice.” 

The priest, the encyclical said, is 
“another Christ,” must have a thor- 
ough grasp of sacred learning, and 
also “must be graced by no less 
knowledge and culture than is 
usual among the well-bred, well-ed- 
ucated people of his day.” 

“Must Be Healthily Modern.” 

The Pope added that the priest 
“must be as healthily modern as is 
the church, which is at home in all 
times and all places, and welcomes 
all; which blesses and furthers 
healthy initiative and has no fear 
of progress, even the most daring 
progress of science, so only that it 
be true science.” 

The encyclical said a _ priest 
should maintain close co-operation 
with the laity. 

Pope Pius exhorted the priest- 
hood to godliness of solid convic- 
tion and real well doing, instead of 
“shallow, superficial piety which at- 
tracts, but does not nourish, which 
is busy, but does no solid good.” 

The Pope also addressed 34 Car- 
dinals who took him Christmas 
greetings, saying: 

“These are days of the gravest 
preoccupation, holding the world in 
painful and tormenting suspense,” 
the Pope said. ‘We trtucy wish to 
find and to make a beneficial con- 
tribution to all these sad and com- 
plex problems. 

“Until now we had hoped to bring 
today, in this beautiful hour serene, 
a reassuring word. 

“Our hope has not been fufilled. 

“Hope Is a Duty.” 

“This is not to say that we have 
abandoned hope. We cannot, and 
that is a happy situation for hope 
maintained even in the worst hypo- 
thesis, because for us ho-e is a duty 
and is deeply embedded in Christian 
life. 

“We have come to Christmas in 
moments darkened by melancholy, 
menacing clouds, and human blood 
shed. The way has become so bit- 
ter, difficult, and even menacing 
that one might say in mountaineer- 
ing language it is full of dangerous 
steps. 

“We have traveled this road with 
truly heavy and painful thoughts 
until finally we are preoccupied 
with the peace that is endangered 
and the menace of war. May God 
dissipate these visions!” 

The Pope said he regretted to 
hear “voices” from immense regions 
of great peoples continuing to cry 
‘without God.’” He was understood 
to be referring to Russia, Mexico 
and Germany.

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BRIEF SAYS FIRM CAN'T ATTACK 
UTILITY ACT TILL IT REGISTERS 


Position Taken by Government in 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24—The 
Government today challenged the 
right of holditg companies to ques- 
tion the constitutionality of the 


new utility law unless they first 
have registered with the Securities 
Commission. This position was 
taken in a reply-brief filed in the 
District of Columbia Supreme 
Court where seven companies are 
seeking to enjoin the commission 
from enforcing the act. The Gov- 
ernment contends the act’s valid- 
ity may be completely tested in the 
Electric Bond & Share case which 
it has insituted in New York. 

The companies have refused to 
register on the ground the act is 
unconstitutional, and have filed 
some 50 injunctions suits against 
the Government. The Government 
is attempting to reduce this num- 
ber. 

Denying that provisions of the 
controverted law are inseparable, 
the brief said: “The Government 
urges that the registration . provi- 
sions themselves are separable, and 
that an unregistered holding com- 
pany has no standing in a court 
either of law or of equity to ques- 
tion the validity of provisions like 
Section 11 (the dissolution clause) 
—applicable by their terms only to 
registered holding companies—un- 
less and until that company regis- 
ters.”

RAIL VALUATION RAISED 
IN ST. CLAIR COUNTY 


illinois Tax Commission Im 
creases Assessment for 1935 
by $1,184,392. 


The valuation of railroad prop- 
erty in St. Clair County, assessed 
by the Illinois Tax Commission, was 
increased $1,184,392 for 1935, ac- 
cording to figures received yester- 
day by County Clerk D. A. Prinda- 
ble of Belleville. Taxes on the in- 
crease are payable in 1936. The 
rate has not been fixed. 

Last year's valuation on the prop- 
erty by the commission was $16,206,- 
990, and this year’s was $17,391,382, 
The commission valuates the rail- 
road track and rolling stock, which 
is the bulk of the property, and lo- 
cal assessors fix the valuation of 
the personal property and real es» 
tate off the railroad right-of-way. 
Revaluation of railroad proper 
ties in Illinois is being done under 
a new system by the commission, 
which is attempting to equalize as- 
sessments between railroads in the 
State and in relation to other forms 
of physical property. Information 
furnished by the railroads to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
for rate-making purposes is consid- 
ered by the commission in revaluat- 
ing railroad property. 

Of the seven largest railroad sy» 
terns operating in St. Clair County, 
three received decreases and four 
increases as follows: Illinois Cen 
tral increased from $2,121,015 to $2,- 
388,535: Missouri Pacific increased 
from $888,574 to $1,001,752; Balti- 
more & Ohio decreased from $1,- 
313,130 to $1,250,618; Pennsylvania 
decreased from $1,083,511 to $1, 
044.957: Southern decreased from 
$1,192,682 to $1,061,583; Illinois Ter- 
minal increased from $210,803 to 
$219,256: Terminal Railroad  in- 
creased from $7,001,150 to $7,731,106. 

The Terminal figure also includes 
the valuation in Madison County. 
Some of the smaller systems re 
ceived increases and others de 
creases, but their 1935 valuations 
are figures in the total increased 
valuation of $17,391,382. 

In Madison County, the valua- 
tion of railroad property fixed by 
the commission was decreased from 
$15,393,100 for 1934 to $14,140,673 for 
1935, a reduction of $1,252,427.

Was Born.

BETHLEHEY, Dec. 24 — The 
prayers of Christian pilgrims for 
an end to the Italian-Ethiopian war 
were heard today together with the 
pealing of bells in commemoration 
of the birth of Jesus. 
Throughout the day thousands of 
persons from many lands poured 
into Bethlehem to celebrate Christ- 
mas eve. Some came.on foot. Oth- 
ers rode in automobiles along the 


broad highway from Jerusalem, 


eight miles away. 

At midnight, a symbol of the star 
of Bethlehem will be set ablaze 
over the spot where the Christ 
child was born. 

Then priests will group them- 
selves before a curtained niche in 
the transept. The great congrega- 
tion will shout “Hallelujah!” as the 
patriarch draws aside the curtain 
to disclose an effigy of the Holy 
Child. 

Again the bells will ring, herald- 
ing Christmas day. The effigy will 
be borne to the narrow grotto be- 
neath the transept, which is ac- 
cepted as the actual site of the 
manger where Jesus was born. 
Candles light the little grotto, so 
small that only 46 may enter at 
one time to kneel and kiss the 
place where the manger stood. 
Hundreds of young men and 
women will spend the evening in 
Shepherds’ Field, outside Bethle- 
hem. There, whole sheep are roast- 
ed and eaten with Arab. bread. 
Around the bonfires, carols and 
hymns are sung. 


$90,000 FOR EILEEN WENZEL, 
DISFIGURED IN CRASH UPHELD 


Justice Pecora, New York, Finds 
for Show Girl, Former 
St. Louisan.

NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—A $90,000 
award to Miss Eileen Wenzel, show

Cut up one 
cup of celery and one cup of peeled 
and sliced mushrooms and saute in 
butter. Place over oysters. Over 
all pour one and a half cups of well 
seasoned cream sauce. Cover and 
cook in a medium oven about 30 
minutes. When done sprinkle top 
with minced parsley. 

Coleslaw a la Charles. 

Finely shred one firm head of 
cabbage, add one-half to two-thirds 
cup each of Julienne cut cooked 
chicken, ham and tongue, two 
chopped hard-boiled eggs, two table- 
spoons of chopped dill pickles and 
one tablespoon of minced chives. 
Make a dressing with one-fourth 
cup of vinegar, two-thirds cup of 
olive oil, one teaspoon each of Al 
sauce and Worcestershire sauce, a 
little catsup, one teaspoon of dry 
mustard, a few drops of tarragon 


vinegar, salt, pepper and paprika. 
Shake all together and pour over 
one-fourth cup of mayonnaise. Toss 
well through the salad. 

Spaghetti Salad. 

Cook one small box of broken 
spaghetti in boiling, salted water 
for 10 minutes. Run under cold 
water until well rinsed and cooled. 
Drain well. Grate three table- 
spoons of yellow cheese or shred 
Swiss cheese, chop one stalk of cel- 
ery, chop coarsely two hard-boiled 
eggs, one finely minced onion, one 
cut-up green pepper, one small can 
of pimientos, draimed and chopped 
and six tablespoons of chopped 
pickles. Season with salt, freshly 
ground black pepper and paprika 
to taste. Mix with the spaghetti 
and blend all with mayonnaise to 
the proper consistency. 

Herring Salad. 

Soak three Milchener herring over 
night, skin and cut up in small 
pieces and put the melt through 
the colander with one-half cup of 
vinegar. Take one-half cup of cold 
roast pork, veal or chicken, one 
cup of peeled apples, three-fourths 
cup of pickled beets, one-fouth cup 
of onions, one-fourth cup of 
pickles, one stalk of celery, one- 
half cup cold boiled potatoes, one- 
half cup of blanched almonds and 
two hard-cooked eggs, all cut in 
pieces about the size of a pea. Com- 
bine one tablespoon of horseradish, 
one tablespoon of chopped parsley, 
then vinegar and melt and one-half 
cup of sugar and mix all thorough- 
ly, then mix with other ingredients. 
Place in a bowl, round the top and 
garnish with the whites of hard- 
boiled eggs forming a star in the 
center, then some chopped pickled 
beets and the riced yolks of eggs. 
Around the edge of bow! place thin 
slices of picales cut fan shape. 


A Purifier 
If the refrigerator is old and in- 
clined to have an unpleasant smell 


about it place a small box of coke 
or charcoal in one of the low cor- 
ners. It will act as a deodorizer, 
absorbing all sorts of odors and 
helping to keep the food fresh. The 
charcoal or coke should be renewed 
every three weeks, 


Fine Silks 
When laundering fine materials 
such as crepe de chine and chiffon, 
wrap while still damp in a Turkish 
towel and let stand until they are 


the right dampness for ironing. The 
material will keep its color longer 
if this method is employed. 


For the Sink 


Dissolve a bar of white kitchen 
soap in one quart of boiling water 
and add one tablespoon kerosene.

Baths Cause 
Itching Skin 


Oil is Removed by Excessive 
Use of Soap and Water.

LDERLY people, especially, are 
Fi ieety to complain of an itching 
skin all through the winter 
months. The remedy is fairly sim- 
ple, which is not to bathe too much. 
Americans have been spoiled by 
the perfection of their plumbing ar- 
rangements. for the last 35 years. 
The result has been that they have 
come to believe ine 
that every de ; 
cent-minded per- 
son should have a 
full bath every 
day with a good 
lather and re @ = 
moval of al > 
debris. But as 
years go on the. 
skin begins to: 
atrophy, just as |: 
every other part #., 
of the body does; & 
the elastic fibres } 
disappear; the | 
glands which se- 
crete lubrication 
for the skin, and 
protection, atrophy. 

When this happens the daily bath, 
especially in the winter time, leaves 
the skin dry and harsh and irri- 
tated, and it responds by the signal 
of itching. The itching of the skin 
in the winter time is simply a cry 
from nature which says, “Do not 
bathe all my natural grease away. 
Let me have a little suppleness.” 

I gave this advice to a relative of 
mine several years ago, and he told 
me two weeks later that he had 
cured three people on a Pullman 
train the same way. 

The hands also may suffer from 
too much washing in the winter 
time. The result is to remove all 
the natural grease so that the be- 
come dry and on exposure to cold 
stretch and crack, leaving little fis- 
sures, which is what you call “chap- 
ped hands.” 

The use of cold cream, gloves and 
abstinence from soap and water for 
a while will usually clear the condi- 
tion up promptly. 

Questions From Readers. 

Mrs. H. H. M.: “When my baby 
was 10 months old I had him given 
toxoid. While I was admonishing 
myself for having neglected it until 
then, I discovered I was being con- 
demned by some friends for having 
it done too soon. One woman said 
she had known babies who had be- 
come very ill after having the 
toxoid.” 

Answer: You gave the baby the 
toxoid at the right age. Anywhere 
from six months to a year is proper. 
Carefully controlled reports prove 
that toxoid is not dangerous or the 
cause of any illness. Of course, it 
may be given at the moment when 
some incidental illness is coming 
along, but that is simply a coinci- 
dence and not the fault of the tox- 
oid. Babies who do not have tox- 
oid are liable to a much worse dis- 
ease—namely, , diphtheria — than 
they could ever acquire from its 
use. One of the worst problems of 
preventive medicine in the field of 
individual immunization is the 
habit that irresponsible people have 
of frightening parents who are try- 
ing to do the right thing by their 
children. If you run these stories 
down, you will find that they come 
third or fourth hand, and the peo- 
ple who talk the most about them 
have never seen an actual case of 
iliness that could be proved to be 
due to toxoid.

a thought, but that holy of holies 

—the formal evening wear tail- 
coat—has a background as roman- 
tic and colorful as a buccaneer’s 
tale. Space does not permit the 
presentation of its history in detail, 
so that brief reference to the high- 
lights will, of necessity, suffice. If 
your intellectual curiosity has not 
already prompted you to inquire, we 
can enlighten you regarding those 
two smal] buttons on the back of 
all tailcoats. Although they now 
serve only a decorative purpose, 
they commemorate an important 
military discovery. Some tactical 
genius commanding the British 
Fourth Dragoons in the Battle of 
Salamanca in 1812 found he could 
hook up the heavy tails of the in- 
fantry uniform coat by placing two 
buttons in the position in which we 
still find them—thus removing a 
serious impediment to rapid move- 
ment. While you may never wear 
your tailcoat astride a horse, that 
split in the tails is an ingenious de- 
vice dating back to the days when 
men had need to part the tails in 
the middle over the saddle of a 
horse. It was a Lieutenant-Colonel 
of the Horse Guards who deserves 
credit for the first overcoat for 
formal evening wear. The modern 
one still retains the broad, sweep- 
ing lines of this first evening over- 
coat, which was similar to-the In- 
verness cape, stil] most fashionable 
for this purpose. Three stage door 
Johnnies of the early nineteenth | 
century were the first to wear hats 
for formal evening wear that bore 
a definite resemblance to the cur- 
rently accepted lines of the opera 
hat. The familiar tailcoat in som- 
ber black and white, as we know 
it today, was introduced by Ball 
Hughes, who was the criterion on 
masculine dress in England about 
the year 1823. He was the first to 
replace the knee breeches with long 
trousers for evening wear. Modifi- 
cations continued up to the Victori- 
an era, during which period the 
tailcoat and accessories, 4s we know 
them today, became the accepted 
dress for evening formality. The 
post-war period saw the use of din- 
ner jackets even in those places 
where iron-bound tradition had al- 
ways indicated that only tails 
might be worn. Today we note the 
unmistakable tendency to relegate 
the dinner jacket to its proper place 
in fashion, while tails revert to 
their traditional splendor. And the 
midnight blue which is now being 
used extensively in the fabric for 
tailcoats, because it, under strong 
artificial light, intensifies the black- 
ness of the tails, is by no means 
an indication that we are breaking 
away from the traditional black 
and white evening ensemble.

Scorching Pants and 
Now He's a Great Man 
in the World of Motion 


Pictures.

HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 24. 
ERLIN, 1896. Bernhardt, Ber 
tha Kalich, Rejane and Beer- 
bohm-Tree were on frequent 

tour to the capital of kulture. Sud- 
ermann, Shaw and Wilde were -rit- 
ing matchless drama. Roentgen, in 
a sloppy laboratory, had spawned 
the first X-ray. Paul Ehrlich, gift- 
ed microbe hunter, was shaping his 
magic bullet, salvarsan. The great 
Brahm and his understudy in the 
theater, a youngster named Max 
Reinhardt, were catching’ the 
world’s eye. And in this period of 
revolutionary effort in art and 
science, a little dark-haired boy, ap- 
prenticed to his father’s clothing 
store, was tending very badly to his 
duties.

When experienced 
showmen refused to enlist with the 
movies, young Lubitsch, for all his 
minor age, became a figure of 
knowledge. He was able to do 
anything. His understanding of 
drama helped with the comedy. He 
played his ’cello on the sets to pro- 
vide atmospheric music. He lugged 
props, ground the camera, switched 
on the lights. 


Then one day he got his comedy 
role. It was the day of days. One 
week later the company declined to 
release the picture. It was, to make 
a short story shorter, terrible. But 
the studio did not send the youth 
back to technical work. He got 
another comedy role, playing a 
greybeard, one of the Jack Duffy 
variety that was making its pres- 
ence then in American pictures. 

This time, the picture was a suc- 
cess. As Lubitsch recalls this opus 
now he remarks that “it must have 
been one of our extra-special, su- 
per-pluper productions, for it was 
two weeks in the making. Abso- 
lutely unheard of! And the studio 
decided to launch its premiere in a 
make-shift theater with something 
of a ballyhoo. The cast was to ap- 
pear in person. Everybody was 
glad.

Back in Berlin after a long run 
in England, the company launched 
another play, but Lubitsch returned 
to pictures. He was starred in a 
feature picture four reels in length. 
This film made the studio owners 
wealthy. Lubitsch was a triumph, 
hailed as a great actor. The pic- 
ture was right up his alley. With 
much aplomb he played the part 
of a gentlemanly romancer who 
worked as a clerk in his father’s 
clothing store. 


In reward, they made Lubitsch a 
director- actor and he was assigned 
in 1914 to the two-reel comedies, his 
first directorial post. Within the 
year he turned out more than 50 
comedies. In 1915 he graduated to 
the direction of feature pictures. 
These he produced with the _ re- 
sourcefulness and finesse that la- 
ter came to be known as “the Lu- 
bitsch touch.” He now began to 
introduce symbolism into German 
pictures, and reduce the exaggerat- 
ed, melodramatic pantomine that 
marked the early efforts in Ger- 
many as well as in America. Fre- 
quently he acted in his own films. 

In 1918 Lubitsch went again with 
Reinhardt, aggregating seven years 
in all with the impresario, and in 
1919 he turned his back forever on 
acting, with but one exception. That

OWARD the end of his ‘teens, 
T iunitsen was still at the old 

Berlin Bivuscope, still turning 
out comedies, at the rate of one 
a week. It was hard work; but 
it was leading him to the attention 
of Max Reinhardt, who saw prom- 
ise in the youth. 

The introduction to Reinhardt 
came through a comedian of the 
day, Victor Arnold, whom Lubitsch 
had understudied. The new con- 
tract was favorable. 

Not yet 20 years old, Lubitsch 
drew a small part with the great 
impresario. He was on the stage 
at last. Sundry plays, forgotten 
now, found him in the cast. 

Between engagements in the 
Reinhardt group, Lubitsch returned 
to the studio for more comedy roles. 
He was now enjoying a reputation 
for versatility. Then, two years 
later, came another day of days. 
Reinhardt cast him in an impor- 
tant role in “Sumuran,” booked at 
the Savoy Theater in London. Like

UBITSCH quit acting, he says, 
[ in order to direct Pola Negri in 

“Carmen,” which in 1919 was re- 
leased in Ameriea under the title 
“Gypsy Blood.” His work was be- 
ginning to be noticed in Hollywood. 
That year he directed “Madame du 
Barry,” again starring the tem- 
pestuous Pola. Released in this 
country as “Passion,” the picture 
sounded a profound note in acting 
and direction. Today, a decade 
and a half since its appearance, 
critics still talk of “Passion” as one 
of the great works of the motion 
picture art. The first historical pic- 
ture made on the grand scale, it in- 
troduced Pola Negri to Hollywood 
and she was placed under contract 
to Paramount. 

In quick succession followed the 
other Lubitsch masterpieces: “De- 
ception,” “The Loves of Pharoah.” 
“Henry VIII,” “Sumeran” and “One 
Arabian Night.” 

The Herculean task of directing 
seven first rate pictures in less 
than two years brought repeated 
overtures from American film com- 
panies with branches in Europe. He 
finally accepted the offer of UFA, 
with which Paramount was then af- 
filiated in Berlin. 

“In many ways,” Lubitsch says 
“I was dissappointed in this post. 
More than anything else I wished 
to come to America, where facili- 
ties were plentiful and the tech- 
nique was improving with every

“Three Women,” “Forbidden Para- 
dise,” “Kiss Me Again,” “Lady Win- 
demere's Fan,” “So This Is Paris,” 
“The Student Prince’ and “The 
Patriot.” 

With the advent of talking pie 
tures Lubitsch achieved even great- 
er triumphs. “The Love Parade,” 
starring Maurice Chevalier, raised 
the director to new pinnacles, “Mon- 
te Carlo,” “The Smiling Lieuten- 
ant” and “Broken Lullaby” fol- 
lowed, the latter a dramatic pro 
duction vastly different from any- 
thing Lubitsch had ever done.

“One Hour With You,” “Trouble in

Finally this order was rescinded 
and I was all right again.” 

Now that Lubitsch is high and 
mighty, will he attempt to implant 
his own modus operendi on all the 
pictures from Paramount? 

“No,” says Lubitsech, without the 
grin. “When I was a director I in- 
sisted that I be given the right of 
self-expression. I believe every di- 
rector should have it—if he has 
anything to express. We will buy 
good stories, we will have good 
players, and we will use good dire® 
tors. We will make good pictures, 
and that is all I ask. Ja”
